Voluntary social work, financed out- 
side of the tax levy, is a continuous ne- 
cessity in American city life. Only those 
enterprises that have been demonstrated 
through long practice to be the undoubt- 
ed burden of the whole people should 
be imposed upon, the whole people 
through the compulsion of taxes. Such 
long-time demonstration has shown 
threughout the length and breadth of the 
United States the justice of underwriting 
the relief of actuil want by the Gov- 
ernment where it is found in permanent 
form among peoplesmot capable of re- 
turning readily to self-support. It has 
proyed also the wisdom of relieving 
inothers with dependent children in 
their own homes with funds collected 
through taxes. The work of a Board of 
Children's Guardians has long been 
shown to be the obligation of the ~hole 
people, acting through government. 
St. Louls gives no public outdoor re- 
lief in families other than is to be found 
in a Httle child care and even less of 
mothers’ aid. rs 
The proposition in my report is that 
the Community Fund services should 
not be less; but that governmental ex- 
penditures should be more, to the end 
that, with increased voluntary contribu- 
tions and a higher degree of justice In 
public expenditures, the crying needs of 
the underprivileged in this great.city 
might be at least partially met. The 
relationship between the public and the 
private agencies, working toward this 
end, should be one of complete co-oper- 
ation. It should never be the feeling on 
either side that the other party is a con- 
venient dump for. welfare burdens.

The movement to get this law, 
which is an. enabling -act and applies 
to suburban territory adjoining St. Louis, 
Kanagas City and St. Joseph, was initiated in 
St’ Louis County. The people affected in 
Jackson County believed the act furnished 
a good means of procuring needed sewers. 
They are much dissatisfied, however, with 
the scope of the district laid ovt, with the 
inequitable distribution of assessments for 
the proposed system, and with the fact that 
they have so little voice in determining their 
own affairs,

Y on really great lines. Most of 
them are simply psychological 
studies or superficial stories of 
life in the current mode; only a 
few uthors sincerely try to 
Weave a pattern from the complex 
web of reality. Occasionally, how- 
ever,, we do find a work which 
seems to have structure. One such 
was “Wolf Solent’: “& Co.” is an- 
other, a novel great in conception, 
which proposes to answer c®@rtain 
philosophical problems by examin- 
ing a particular social reality. 

The social unit chosen for ex- 
amination is that of the Simler 
family, a body of Jewish people 
who move from Alsace-Lorraine 
to France in order to benefit the 
family fortunes. In France they 
buy an unpretentious factory, and 
the story is chiefly concerned with 
their struggle for power in an alien 
environment. All that the family 
possesses is at stake; every individ- 
ual must give his all for the Com- 
pany. It is necessary for them to 
use all their native ingenuity in 
order to outwit their rivals. Fin- 
ally the balance sheet shows them 
to have been successful. With’ 
that assurance one would naturally 
suppose that the tension would be 
relaxed, that a little more freedom 
would accrue to the individual. Ex- 
actly the opposite is the case. The 
individual is completely devoured 
by the Company; his only salvation 
is escape therefrom. One only 
tries this way out. He is unsuc- 
cessful: the group psychology of 
the Jewish family is too strong. 
The Simlers even feel that the 
presence of a “goy” girl among 
them might weaken their unity. In 
the end Benjamin. a_ successful 
relative from America, casts their 
accounts and judges their folly. 

Some critics have called this a 
master work. but such praise seems 
excessive. Though well conceived 
as an organic structure, the ex- 
ecution is uneven and much of the 
story is unnecessarily tedious.

Committee of Metropolitan 
Government Council Dis- 
cusses Proposal for Re- 


form. 


The possibility of reforming the 
Justice of the Peace system in St. 
Louis County is to be considered 
by the Police Subcommittee of the 
Justice Committee: of the Council 
on Metropalitan Government. For 
years there have been criticisms 
of the present system as a means 
for fee grabbing and a potential 
méans of injustice. 

There are 21 Justices of the 
Peace in the county, some elected 
and some appointed by the County 
Court. They have jurisdiction over 
preliminary hearings of persons 
charged with felonies, trial of mis- 
demeanors and trial of minor civil 
suits. In St. Louis, Justices of the 
Peace have power only in minor 
civil cases. 

One suggestion made in the Jus- 
tice Committee meeting yesterday 
at Hotel Jennox was that the coun- 
ty Justices of the Peace be reduced 
in number, with their authority 
limited to correspond to that in 
the city. and that a tribunal sim- 
jlar to the city’s Court of Criminal 
Correction be set up for misde- 
meanor trials and preliminary 
hearings in the county. 

Another phase to be considered 
is the possibility of centralizing 
Police Court jurisdiction. It was 
made clear that no decision had 
been reached to incorporate Jus- 
tice of the Peace and Police Court 
reforms in the final plan of metro- 
politam expansion being drafted 
with the advice of the Council on 
Metropolitan Government. 

Merger Proposed. 

The Justice Committee approved 
the recommendation of its Judi- 
ciliary and Prosecution Subcommit- 
tees not to propose amalgamation 
of the city and county judicial 
(Circuit Court) circuits as part of 
the Greater St. Louis plan, nor 
consolidation of the offices of Pros- 
ecuting and Circuit Attorney in the 
city and county. The Pclice Sub- 
committee, however, will hold fur- 
ther discussions on matters affect- 
ing the Sheriffs with the PubHe 
Safety Comunittee of the Council.

“Ie there were some plan by 
which the Justices of the ‘Peace 
might be reduced in number, as 
Castlen points out, and shorn of 
criminal powers but trying civil 
cases up to a certain point, there 
could be set up a county court 
similar to the Court of Criminal 
Correction, with only one Judge.
